CONSORTIUM PROVIDES AN 
£8 MILLION BOOST FOR BARRY 


The ‘Americans’ are 
coming - and you can 
see them this weekend! 


THIS weekend sees a unique 
‘living history’ event in Barry 
- one that commemorates the 
70th anniversary of American 
troops arriving in the area in 
preparation for D-Day. 

Tomorrow, Friday, June 15, a 
plaque dedicated to those men will 
be unveiled in King Square at 11am. 

Many of the Americans who 
arrived in the area 70 years ago never 
saw their homes again, sacrificing 
their lives in the liberation of Europe. 

Among the people bringing history 
to life will be re-enactors and local 
school children. 

So what can people expect this 
Saturday (10am-5pm) and this 
Sunday (lOam to 4pm)l 

There will be an Allied encamp¬ 
ment at Hood Road, with Barry 
Island railway station transformed 
into a civilian home front living his¬ 
tory area. 

Barry Island Station will be trans¬ 
formed into a 1940s station with 
wartime police and the Home Guard. 

There will be a number of educa¬ 
tional living history displays and 
children from Barry and Penarth pri¬ 
mary schools will play the role of 
wartime evacuees. 

This is a once in a lifetime oppor¬ 
tunity for fa mi lies to glimpse into our

AN £8 million invest¬ 
ment in the infrastruc¬ 
ture of Barry will take 
place over the next few 
years, as a result of the 
Waterfront consor¬ 
tium’s development of 
the area. 

The Waterfront scheme 
aims to deliver 2,000 new 
homes, a district featuring 
cafes and restaurants, a new 
supermarket, and a £5mil- 
lion road linking the town 
and Barry Island. 

The consortium esti¬ 
mates the project will cost 


in the range of £230 mil¬ 
lion, but part of its agree¬ 
ment with the Vale Council 
will involve investing a fur¬ 
ther £8 million in local road 
improvements, a new pri¬ 
mary school, further trans¬ 
port measures, and 
improvements to commu¬ 
nity facilities, including 
water sports and public 
open spaces. 

Preparatory work will 
begin on the Waterfront 
scheme in a few days. 

The consortium told The 
GEM that investigative 
works have already been

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huge step in bringing this 
important regeneration 
project to life. Ever since 
the scheme was granted full 
planning approval in 
March, we were keen to 
begin work on the develop¬ 
ment as quickly as possible. 

“I’m pleased to say that 
everything is progressing 
on time, and we should 
have a sales centre open in 
around 12 months’ time. 

“With investigative 
works now under way, the 
wheels are very much in 
motion to begin work in 
earnest on site. 

“But it does mean the 
site is now a full-blown 
construction area with dan¬ 
gerous machinery in opera¬ 
tion, and we urge the local 
community to respect the 
health and safety measures 
we have put in place. 

“Although we previous¬ 
ly secured the site, we’re 
still finding that some 
members of the public are 
choosing to ignore the 
deterrents.” 

Mr Keogh added: 
“Eventually, there will be 
full access across the site 
via public realm, but we 
would ask pedestrians, in 
the meantime, to use the 
Clive Road steps to cross 
from the town to the Island, 
as this is a safe public 
access route.” 

The development has 
been dubbed The Quays 
and marks the final phase in 
the large-scale regeneration 
of the Waterfront. 

Mr Keogh said that the 
development would pro¬ 
vide excellent facilities, 
create jobs and give Barry 
an economic boost. 

Up to 300 affordable 
homes will also be built as 
part of the scheme.

LDP must be fair 
to the whole Vale! 


T HE announcement by the new Vale 
Council, that the Conservative 
Local Development Plan for 2011- 
26 is to be fundamentally reviewed, is 
very welcome news for various communi¬ 
ties across the Vale facing a dispropor¬ 
tionate increase in house building. 

It is not just a number of Vale coastal 
settlements that faced massive and 
unwieldy expansion, but also several vil¬ 
lages in the rural Vale. 

One such community is Ystradowen, 
which under the old LDP, was allocated 
95 houses - a nearly 50 per cent increase. 

Like other villages on arterial roads, 
Ystradowen has to play its part in meet¬ 


ing the Welsh Government’s demand 
that 10,000 new houses are built in the 
Vale by 2026. 

However, the new Vale Council should 
give our village a fair deal in its new 
LDP. 

Ystradowen residents are entitled to 
expect the new Labour/Llantwit First 
Council to recognise that the principle of 
proportionate development must be in 
the new LDP and apply to all Vale com¬ 
munities - regardless of whether they are 
on the urbanised coastal belt, or in the 
rural inland areas.

The first morning was 
an early start as the skip¬ 
per, Andy Hall, wanted 
everyone up, fed and on 
their way out of the har¬ 
bour by 8am. 

Megan reported: “The 
first day we sailed from 
Portsmouth to 
Eastbourne, approximate¬ 
ly 80 miles.” 

The eight novices, 
including Megan, learnt 
how to hoist die main 
sail; the Yankee, and the 
Stay sail, as well as how 
to tack due to the wind 
coming in from the bow. 

On day two, they 
sailed from Eastbourne to 
Ramsgate, but due to a 
lack of wind, they didn’t 
get to sail much. They 
did, though, get learn 
about knot tying, and 
everyone got to man the 
helm and steer the yacht 
for a set amount of time. 

On the third day, with 
the wind favourable, it 
was an opportune time 
for everyone to practice 
the points of sailing and 
man overboard drills, 
using a buoy rather than a 
human. 

The crew also got the 
spinnaker out, which is a 
large sail that can be put 
on the front of the yacht 
when the wind is at the 
stem and makes the yacht 
go ahead smoothly and 
quickly. 

“The final day of sail¬ 
ing, May 30, was frustrat¬ 
ing, as unfortunately 
there was little wind, so 
we had to motor our way 


up the Thames. However, 
all the theory work was 
completed so that they 
could achieve their 
Competent Crew certifi¬ 
cates, and they learnt how 
to store the sails properly 
when they aren’t needed 
during long docking peri¬ 
ods.” 

Megan explained: 
“Challenge Wales was 
docked in London until 
after the Jubilee. Whilst 
docked there, we showed 
the public around the 
yacht and explained to 
them about our journey to 
London. 

“It has been a brilliant 
couple of days. I have 
learnt so much more than 
I realised as I proved 
when I did the tours for 
the public. 

“It has been a fantastic 
voyage, and I can proudly 
say 7 was there’ at the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
celebrations in London.” 

Megan also thanked 
the Barry Youth Council 
and Royal Air Lorces 
Association for their bur¬ 
saries which made the 
trip a reality.

Local man ordered to 
pay a total of £30,000 
for selling counterfeit 
designer clothing 


A BARRY man 
has been ordered 
to pay nearly 
£30,000, following 
the first Proceeds 
of Crime Act 
application by the 
Vale Council’s 
Trading 
Standards team. 

Matthew Knight, of 
Tan y Fron, Barry, plead¬ 
ed guilty at Cardiff 
Crown Court to 16 
breaches of the Trade 
Marks Act 1994. 

Two further charges 
of running a fraudulent 
business were dropped. 

Knight admitted using 
two eBay accounts to 
sell counterfeit 

Abercrombie & Fitch, 
Hollister and Ruehl 


clothing to unsuspecting 
members of the public. 

Following a test pur¬ 
chase from his eBay 
account, officers from 
Trading Standards and 
Scambusters executed a 
warrant at his home 
address and seized com¬ 
puter equipment, docu¬ 
mentation, and over 80 
items of counterfeit 
clothing. 

Knight made no 
checks on the goods to 
ensure their authenticity 
and the Crown Court 
judge stated in his sen¬ 
tencing that this case 
“should be a stark lesson 
to anyone to make 
appropriate checks on 
the merchandise you 
sell”.

Barry RNLI save man 
in ‘serious danger ’ 


THE volunteer crew of the 
Royal National Lifeboat 
Institution’s Barry Dock 
lifeboat has been very busy 
in recent weeks. 

On May 24, the RNLI Barry 
Dock lifeboat was launched at 
8pm to a broken-down fishing 
boat just off Penarth, which was 
brought back to the Barry harbour 
with two people on board. 

The following day, May 25, the 
lifeboat was launched to rescue 
two people who had been in an 
inflatable and which had drifted 
away from Barry in the direction 
of Porthkerry. 

Gerry Adams, the Barry RNLI 
press officer, said: “One of the 
occupants jumped out of the 
inflatable and tried to swim 


ashore but soon got into difficulty 
and had to swim back. 

“However, he could not re¬ 
enter the inflatable and was in 
very serious danger. 

“The lifeboat crew were able to 
recover both him and then his col¬ 
league in the inflatable.” 

He continued: “The cox’n, 
Hugh ‘Spud’ Davies, has advised 
that inflatables can be dangerous 
if misused and in this case there 
could have been a fatality if the 
lifeboat had not reached them in 
time. 

“The RNLI’s advice is that if 
you get into difficulty, do not 
attempt to swim ashore, stay with 
it and wave for help.” 

In another incident on May 27, 
two girls were spotted off Nell’s 
Point. The lifeboat crew were 


assembled but stood down 
because the girls managed to get 
ashore. 

LIFEJACKETS 

Mr Adams added: “Another 
interesting fact for the volunteer 
crew in Barry is that they were the 
first of the Welsh lifeboats to be 
issued with the new lifejackets 
and had an intense training pro¬ 
gram to practice with them. 

“It was back in 1854 that an 
RNLI Inspector called Captain 
Ward invented a cork lifejacket 
which proved a lifesaver on 
numerous occasions. 

“But since those days, the char¬ 
ity has always looked to advance 
and improve its safety equipment, 
from kapok lifejackets to 
Beaufort lifejackets and the pres¬ 
ent day design.”

TV & computers 
value for money 

Penarth Computer 
Club round-up 


IF YOU are old 
enough to remem¬ 
ber the Queen’s 
coronation in 1953, 
you might well 
have watched it, as 
I did, with the 
whole family gath¬ 
ered around a tiny 
black and white TV 
picture. 

I have no idea what 
the tiny television cost 
in those days, but I sus¬ 
pect that it was compa¬ 
rable to today’s prices 
in real terms. If it was a 
week’s wages then and 
a week’s wages now, 
cost-wise only the num¬ 
bers have changed. The 
TV, of course, is entire¬ 
ly different. 

The picture is bigger, 
better and in glorious 
colour, all of which 
makes it better value 
for the same (real) 
price. 

If it cost two weeks’ 
wages then and one 
week’s wage now, then 
the real cost has come 
down and the deal is 
even better. 

You have to decide 
for yourself the worth 
of the programmes and 
channels that are avail¬ 
able and whether the 
number of channels 
constitutes an improve¬ 
ment. 

The amazing thing 
about computers is that 
the changing numbers 
have been consistently 
and dramatically bene¬ 
ficial to value. 

Moore’s Law says 
that the number of tran¬ 
sistors in a computer 
doubles about every 18 
months-two years. He 
didn’t actually offer a 
law; he merely made an 
observation, in 1965, 
that it was happening. 

Unexpectedly, it held 
true and became leg¬ 
end. Despite constant 
predictions that it 
couldn’t go on - it did. 
Experts are still predict¬ 
ing that it has finally 
reached its limit. We’ll 
see. 

The same law 
applies in round terms 
to other aspects of com¬ 
puters, such as speed of 
operation, memory 
capacity and storage. 

The range of tasks a 


computer can handle 
has expanded enor¬ 
mously. 

Yet in terms of size, 
weight and especially 
cost, everything else 
has shrunk in spectacu¬ 
lar fashion. A version 
of Moore’s Law could 
be applied regarding 
overall value for 
money. 

The famous wartime 
Colossus code-breaking 
computer had 1,500 
valves. Valves were 
superseded by transis¬ 
tors and they have been 
miniaturised: now the 
number of transistors in 
a single computer is 
approaching 
3,000,000,000. 

The ENIAC comput¬ 
er (Electronic 
Numerical Integrator 
And Computer) was 
operational in 1955. It 
weighed 27 tons (over 
27,000 kilos) and 
required a large room 
where the operators 
walked around INSIDE 
the computer. It had 
over 17,000 valves and 
five million hand-sol¬ 
dered joints. No won¬ 
der it took years to 
build. Imagine trying to 
find a defective solder 
joint. 

These days, a com¬ 
puter will fit into a 
briefcase and cost a few 
hundred pounds instead 
of millions, and weighs 
about three kilos. 

ENIAC needed 150 
Kilowatts of power. 
Your laptop will oper¬ 
ate for most of a day on 
a single battery charge. 

The cost of data stor¬ 
age has plummeted. It 
is so cheap (and disk 
capacities so large) that 
some people no longer 
bother to delete old 
files. 

The next meeting is

NEW COALITION WILL WORK 
FOR EVERYONE IN THE VALE’ 


T HE recent 
election saw 
a change to 
the Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Council. Labour 
won 22 of the 
council’s 47 seats 
and we have now 
entered into a 
coalition with our 
four colleagues 
from the Llantwit 
Major First group, 
to work for local 
people. 

Frustratingly, 
despite the election 


taking place on May 
3, we had to wait until 
the council’s AGM on 
May 23 to officially 
form the new council 
and get to work. 

Shortly afterwards 
and to our great sad¬ 
ness, on May 26, Coun 
Margaret Alexander 
passed away after a 
short illness. 

Margaret was a 
very close friend and 
colleague and repre¬ 
sented Buttrills as a 
Vale Labour 
Councillor for 17 
years and had worked 
tirelessly for her com¬ 


munity. 

She was the Vale’s 
first female Mayor 
and its first female 
Leader. Margaret was 
held in high esteem by 
everyone who worked 
with her and is a great 
loss to the Labour 
group and council. 

We will miss her 
knowledge and judge¬ 
ment, along with her 
values of fairness and 
hard work, but we 
will continue that 
work in her memory. 

We now have a new 
cabinet, which I 
reduced to seven 


members from the 
previous ten. This 
was an election pledge 
and will save tens of 
thousands of pounds 
each year, which will 
be ploughed back into 
frontline services. 

Another pledge was 
to involve the coun¬ 
cil’s scrutiny commit¬ 
tees in the decision¬ 
making process, much 
more than previously. 

In future, any 
changes to policy will 
go to scrutiny and the 
public for discussion, 
where appropriate, 
and their comments 


will be considered to 
formulate policy. 

Scrutiny will no 
longer mean just rub¬ 
ber-stamping deci¬ 
sions that have been 
taken. 

I have also reduced 
the number of ‘special 
responsibility 
allowances’ paid to 
some councillors from 
20 to 16. 

Again, these savings 
will go into frontline 
services. All council¬ 
lors will also have at 
least a five per cent 
cut in allowances and 
will share in the cuts 


some of our staff have 
experienced through 
the job evaluation 
process. 

It is clear that there 
are concerns about the 
previous council’s 
Draft Local 
Development Plan 
(LDP). We have 
promised that it will 
be reconsidered and 
there will be a funda¬ 
mental review, and 
there will be. 

After full consulta¬ 
tion, everyone’s com¬ 
ments will be used to 
produce a sustainable 
and practical alterna-

Davidge, who kept the story alive in 
her weekly column in The GEM.” 

Mr Homfray gave the land to the 
school for just £1. 

Two year-6 youngsters cut the 
opening ribbon - Eve Hammond 
and Ben Morgan. 

The car park will allow parents to 
drop youngsters in the morning and 
pick them up in the afternoon - all 
in a relaxed and safe environment. 

The new car park has 54 spaces 
including four disabled ones. 

Over the years there had been a 
number of incidents which included 
a youngster being hit by a wing mir¬ 
ror and two mums having their cars 
struck by passing vehicles. 

The Vale MP Alun Cairns, who 
attended the opening, told The 
GEM that he welcomed the car 
park, but that he still had reserva¬ 
tions about the speed of traffic on 
the main road. 

“I’m delighted that the car park 
has been opened and the campaign 
for parents to drop off youngsters 
safely has been successful. 

“A second issue remains - the 
speed of traffic along the main road. 
Many of the vehicles are lorries 
heading for the business parks at 
Llandow from the motorway.” 

The Vale’s Assembly Member 


Jane Hutt said she 
was pleased that the 
school staff and the 
pupils wouldn’t face 
the fear of speeding traffic in the 
mornings and afternoons. 

She explained: “Ever since I 
became an Assembly Member I 
have been involved in the problems 
here. 

“Twelve years ago a footpath was 
constructed from the Fferm Goch 
estate for the schoolchildren. 

“A 30mph speed warning was 
also introduced on the main road. 

“Now, with the new car park, 
parents are able to bring children to 
school and pick them up in safety.” 

The GEM’s local correspondent 
and Llangan resident Nancy 
Davidge (89) said she was thrilled 
that the new car park was now open. 

“I came to the area when I was 
eight years old and attended the 
school. 

“My father was a local wheel¬ 
wright and had horses which went 
along the road by the school - you 
very rarely saw cars. 

“Now the road has become a 
potential death trap. The car park is 
a huge improvement for the school. 

“What will be particularly nice is 
that there will no longer be incon¬ 
venience for evening functions too. 

“Sometimes people were unable 
to find a parking space because 
there were too many cars.”

70th anniversary of 
US troops celebrated 
this weekend in Barry 



Prepare for Barry to jump back in time to 
the 1940s during the Wartime Weekend... 


THE Americans 
are coming - and 
you can join them 
at the Wartime 
Weekend on Barry 
Waterfront and 
Barry Island 
Station this week¬ 
end, Saturday and 
Sunday, June 16- 
17. 

The events run from 
10am-5pm on Saturday 
and 10am-4pm on 
Sunday. 

Barry at War Group, 
in partnership with 
Barry Tourist Railway, 

St Cyres School and the 
Vale Council, have 
enabled the ‘Wartime 
Weekend’ living history 
and commemorative 
event in Barry to be 
staged. 

The event commemo¬ 
rates the 70th anniver¬ 
sary of US troops com¬ 
ing to the town as part 
of the build up for the 
liberation of Europe. 

It features an Allied 
encampment at Hood 
Road, with Barry Island 
Railway Station being 
transformed into a civil¬ 
ian home front living 
history area, complete 
with appropriate themed 
stalls and entertainment. 

The weekend promis¬ 
es to provide the public 
with a fascinating 
glimpse of our 1940s 
past. 

Local historian and St 
Cyres headteacher, Dr 
Jonathan Hicks, told 
The GEM: “Scores of 
Allied military re-enac- 
tors will be setting up an 
authentic WWII 
American camp and 



staging displays. 

“Barry Island Station 
will be transformed into 
a 1940s station, com¬ 
plete with wartime 
police and the Home 
Guard, to portray the 
Barry Home Front. 

“A wartime house¬ 
wife will teach people 
how to ‘make do and 
mend’, a skill so essen¬ 
tial during wartime.” 

Other educational liv¬ 
ing history displays will 
be housed at the station, 
along with an exhibition 
on the area during the 
Second World War. 

Dr Hicks explained: 
“Barry Tourist Railway 
is providing steam train 
rides from the 
Waterfront Halt at Hood 
Road in Barry to Barry 
Island Station. 

“Barry Docks was a 
major supply port in the 
build up to D-Day. 

There will be 19408- 
style live entertainment 
and a live radio broad¬ 
cast. 

“The children from 
seven local primary 
schools in Barry and 
Penarth are to play the 


role of wartime evac¬ 
uees. Dressed in 1940s 
costumes, they will 
board a steam train from 
Barry Waterfront and be 
‘evacuated’ to Barry 
Island Station where 
they will be given 
refreshments and view 
the various events due to 
take place on Barry 
Island Station before 
being transported back 
to their parents.” 

Ade Pitman of the 
Barry at War Group 
said: “We felt as a group 
that it was time to recall 
the service of these 


brave men and women 
who came across the 
Atlantic to help us in 
our fight against Nazi 
Germany. 

“Many of them did 
not survive the war to 
return to the country of 
their birth. They had a 
huge impact on the peo¬ 
ple of the area and its 
economy. 

“We intend to have a 
WW2 American military 
convoy pass through the 
area on the Friday after¬ 
noon which would be an 
amazing sight after 70 
years.” 


THE BARRY BLITZ - 
AIR RAIDS OF WWII

W HILE it was the servicemen and 
women from Barry who served 
during the Second World War 
who were in the front line in the cam¬ 
paigns against the Axis forces, the civil¬ 
ians who were left in Barry, also faced 
their own dangers from the enemy - in 
this instance, the German Luftwaffe. 

With air raids imminent, advice was given to 
Barry residents in May 1940 regarding the types of 
shelter available: “ Steel Garden Shelters will not 
give full protection without adequate earth cover¬ 
ing, which should be at least 15 inches thick on top 
and 30 inches thick at the sides. 

“An earth mound not less than 30 inches thick 
(or boxes filled with earth) should protect the 
entrance to a shelter against blast and splinters. 
This is not necessary if the shelter is facing and 
within 15ft of a substantial wall. 

“Public shelters are primarily intended for peo¬ 
ple caught in the streets in an air raid. People in 
houses should stay there.” 

By the following month, it was becoming clear 
that the number of public shelters - 13 - was inade¬ 
quate, and this was to be increased to 21. 

Among the ideas proposed was the building of 
eight new shelters at the bottom of Vere Street, in 
between George and Digby Streets, one near the 
Air Raid Precaution control centre on the allot¬ 
ments near the abattoirs, one at the junction of 
Cemetery and Barry Roads, one at the top of 
Tynewydd Hill, one on Great Western Railway land 
opposite Trinity Street, one in Alexandra Gardens, 
one of the Castle Farm buildings Garden Suburb, 
and one on the comer of the Parade Gardens. 

In total, 390 brick shelters were to be delivered 
to Barry for erection in parts of the town where it 
was impossible to dig deep enough to erect 
Anderson shelters. 

The call went out as well for men over the age of 
45 and ‘active women’ to be trained as fire-fighters 
in the use of stirrup hand pumps, in order to protect 
local houses against incendiary bombs. 

The 25th Bomb Disposal Company of the Royal 
Engineers, a WWII re-enactment group based in 
Hampshire, will be providing set-piece scenarios 
and demonstrations to show visitors how the 
German Luftwaffe bombs were defused.

Memorial plaque 
is to be unveiled 

AT 11am, tomorrow, Friday, June 15, the 
forthcoming ‘Wartime Weekend’ on Barry 
Waterfront will get off to a memorable 
start when a marble plaque dedicated to 
the American troops who were stationed in 
and around Barry during the Second 
World War will be unveiled on King 
Square. 

Dr Jonathan Hicks, who has led the project, 
said: “We are very grateful to the Vale Council for 
granting permission for this plaque to be placed 
and to AG Adams and Son for sponsoring and 
producing it. 

“Without their assistance, this unique event 
would not be taking place. 

“Thousands of GIs were stationed in Barry and 
its adjoining localities during World War II and 
we wanted to remember that fact with a perma¬ 
nent memorial. 

“The plaque will be unveiled by the new county 
and town mayors during a ceremony carried out 
in the presence of representatives of the US 
Military.” 

Dr Hicks added: “It will be a lasting reminder 
to those young men and women who made such 
an impact on the local community. We should 
never forget that many of them were never to 
return to the country of their birth.” 

The Wartime Weekend will see scores of 
American and British re-enactors stage ‘living 
history’ with period uniforms and costumes, mili¬ 
tary vehicles, a replica Spitfire fighter and steam 
train rides. Bro Radio and St Cyres Sound will be 
staging live broadcasts from the sites.

Keeping the troops supplied 


P OSTED for 
the weekend 
at Barry 

Island Station, the 
re-enactors of the 
Glamorgan Home 
Guard will be 
demonstrating to 
the public the role 
of the real Dad’s 
Army during 
World War Two. 

The group was fea¬ 
tured in the recent BBC 
series ‘The Coal House 
at War’, and was 
formed several years 
ago to honour the peo¬ 
ple who were prepared 
to give up so much dur¬ 
ing that dramatic period 
in our history. 

The Home Guard 
(initially ‘Local Defence 
Volunteers’, or LDV, or 
in humorous slang, 
Look, Duck, Vanish, 
hence the name change) 
was a defence organisa¬ 
tion of the British Army 
during the Second 
World War. 

Operational from 
1940 until 1944, the 
Home Guard - compris¬ 
ing 1.5 million local 
volunteers otherwise 
ineligible for military 
service, usually owing 
to age, hence the nick¬ 
name ‘Dad's Army’ 
acted as a secondary 
defence force in case of 
invasion by the forces 
of Nazi Germany and 
their allies. 

The Home Guard 
manned the coastal 
areas of Britain and 
other important places 
such as airfields, facto¬ 
ries and explosives

stores. The biggest fear 
was not enemy bomb¬ 
ing, but that saboteurs 
would infiltrate the site 
and plant explosives, 
which would have been 
catastrophic, both in 
terms of damage and 
loss of life, but also as a 
setback to the war 
effort. 

They were responsi¬ 
ble for duties such as 
guarding the Royal 
Ordnance Factory at 
Bridgend and Barry 
Docks. 

Pillboxes were each 
manned by either two or 
four Home Guards 


depending on the size 
and design. Each box 
had either a Corporal or 
a Sergeant in charge. It 
was co mm on for a 
Sergeant to take respon¬ 
sibility for overseeing 
three boxes and a 
Corporal two boxes. 

However, following 
the successful landings 
in France and the drive 
towards Germany by the 
Allies, the Home Guard 
were formally stood 
down on December 3, 
1944 and finally dis¬ 
banded on December 
31, 1945.

B ARRY Docks 
was a major 
supply port 
for the invasion of 
Normandy and the 
514th Q M Truck 
Regiment, a group 
of re-enactors 
based in southern 
England, will be 
attending the 
Wartime Weekend, 
bringing with them 
six GMC trucks, 
authentic survivors 
of the Second 
World War. 

Lovingly restored to 
their former glory, these 
American trucks will 
give an even greater 
authentic flavour to the 
event. 

In the winter of 1943, 
the 514th were shipped 
to Camp Kilmer, New 
Jersey. This was a trans¬ 
fer station to the ETO 
(European Theatre of 
Operations), and a few 
days later they boarded 
ships in New York for 
the nine-day journey to 
Liverpool, England. 

Britain was preparing 
for the invasion of 
France with more than a 
million American Gi’s 
camped at bases 
throughout the country. 

To maintain this mas¬ 
sive fighting force more 
than five million long 
tons of supplies had 
been landed, and the 
men of the 514th imme¬ 


diately went to work as 
they hauled material 
from depots to ports and 
vice versa. 

Many of the 
Companies of the 514th 
were based on the south 
Coast in Somerset and 
Dorset. These were at 
Sandbanks, near Poole, 
Stoke-sub-Hamdon, 
Dorchester, Maiden 
Newton, Rimpton, 
Piddletrenthide, 
Compton Valence, 
Westbury and 
Heytesbury. 

The drivers spent a 
lot of time delivering 
supplies along the south 
coast to the units such 
as the famous 29th 
infantry, along with oth¬ 
ers, in preparation for 
D-Day. 

In early July 1944 the 
truck Companies of the 
514th started to make it 
across the English 
Channel and landed on 
Utah and Omaha beach¬ 
es at night. 

When the ramp went 
down on one landing 
craft at Utah, James 
Rookard’s truck lurched 
forward across the deck 
and into the water. No 
headlights were permit¬ 
ted and soon the 
bumper of Rookard’s 
truck disappeared into 
the channel and seawa¬ 
ter rose over the run¬ 
ning boards and into the 
cab. 

It seemed like miles 
to the beach and he 
knew that if the truck 
stalled he would have to 
swim to shore and he 
had no idea how far that 
was, and who or what 
was out there. Dark 
images of American 


troops moving about on 
the beach suddenly 
appeared. He was star¬ 
tled by sudden flashes 
lighting the horizon. 

The bursts of light 
came from American 
and German artillery 
that fired at each other, 
and Rookard knew that 
the front was not far 
away. 

The drivers were 
frightened and with 
good reason, for the 
loads they were carry¬ 
ing contained ammuni¬ 
tion and jerry cans filled 
with gasoline. 

The trucks were 
motorised bombs wait¬ 
ing for a spark and in 
some places the front 
was only five miles 
away. 

On July 18, 1944, the 


3rd Army set up a trans¬ 
port depot at 
Bricquebec entitled the 
514th Quartermaster 
Group. One month later, 


the trucks would start 
the gigantic supply train 
known as the Red Ball 
Express.

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Transform the outside of your house and 
make it attractive for years to come 


I F your home has a painted exte¬ 
rior, it won’t stay looking good 
forever because, inevitably, the 
elements take their toll on its 
appearance. 

The easiest way to give it a new look is to 
paint it a different colour - make sure you use a 
high-quality masonry paint, such as those by 
Dulux or Sandtex - but even if you're happy with 
the existing colour, repainting it can work won¬ 
ders. 

Discoloured, peeling and patchy paint isn’t 
pretty or practical and could lead to damage 
that’s expensive to repair. 

While you can rarely be as adventurous with 
the colours you use on the outside of your home 
as the inside, you don’t have to restrict yourself 
to just white, cream or magnolia. 

However, you do need to consider what will 
go with your neighbours’ houses, if there any 
restrictions imposed by your local council on the 
colours you can use and what suits the style and 
period of the building.

go far enough - only a radical makeover will do. 

Sadly, the latter decades of the 20th century 
weren’t our finest in terms of architecture, and 
some homes from the 1950s onwards leave a lot 
to be desired in terms of beauty. 

If your home is among those that aesthetics 
forgot, an architect or specialist company will be 
able to help you transform the exterior. 

They should come up with a solution tailored 
to your home (detached houses are the best can¬ 
didates because you don’t have an adjoining 
reminder of the old look), but one idea that 
works well is rendering and/or cladding (with 
wood or faux-wood panelling) all or some of the 
exterior. 

This can make a massive difference, as can 
things like replacing the windows and doors, 
adding balconies and extensions, and retiling the 
roof. 

Adding dormer windows and replacing unat¬ 
tractive concrete roof tiles with slate ones can go 
a long way to giving

and kerb appeal. 

FRONT DOOR 

In fact, exteriors can 
be transformed beyond 
recognition and while 
this type of work often 
isn’t cheap, it will cer¬ 
tainly add value and 
make your home more 
attractive and sellable. 

Research by Sandtex 
found that homebuyers 
are impressed by smart¬ 
ly painted walls and a 
well-kept front door. 

Before you start 
changing the exterior, 
check with your local 
council whether plan¬ 
ning permission is 
required and whether 
building regulations 
apply.

for ‘designated land’, which includes conserva¬ 
tion areas, so you may not be able to do what you 
want with your home’s exterior - the council will 
be able to tell you. 

Occasionally, you may need a party wall agree¬ 
ment with your neighbours for exterior work, if it 
involves a shared boundary. 

And if your home is leasehold, you’ll probably 
need the permission of the freeholder, even if 
you’re only changing the appearance of your part 
of the building. 

HIGH QUALITY 

The problem with altering the outside of your 
home, especially the front, is that any changes 
you make will be obvious for all to see, so don’t 
do anything you shouldn’t because you could get 
into trouble. 

Get a high quality masonry paint so you won’t 


have to worry about redoing the job any time 
soon. It should be dirt resistant, breathable, flexi¬ 
ble and waterproof. 

When painting the outside of your home, start 
at the top and work down, painting in sections 
from left to right or right to left. 

Try to ensure that you always have a ‘wet 
edge’ to your paintwork, so you don’t end up with 
stripes or blocks where the paint has dried 
unevenly. 

Follow the sun, as this will ensure that the 
walls are free from dew, and don’t paint in direct 
sunlight on hot days because this can lead to blis¬ 
tering when the paint dries. 

The temperature outside should be above 8C 
for the paint to dry effectively.

“There are a number 
of narrow lanes around 
Llandow, and we are 
keen to ensure that peo-

pie avoid these at all 
costs to reach the Maes 
as this will create prob¬ 
lems.

H aving used the 
likes of Shaun of 
the Dead to spring¬ 
board himself to 
Hollywood, Simon Pegg 
has carved a successful 
niche in Tinseltown, lining 
up in the likes of Tintin 
and the latter two 
Mission:Impossible films , 
making the Brit a major 
player. 

However, Pegg’s latest film 
sees him return to Britain, and 
low budgets. In A Fantastic Fear 
of Everything, Pegg plays Jack, 
a writer whose research into seri¬ 
al killers for his latest book has 
made him a paranoid wreck. 

With Jack’s life seemingly 
falling away around him, will he 
be able to pull things together 
and turn his life around - or are 
his fears well founded? 

A Fantastic Fear of 
Everything isn’t the sort of main¬ 
stream fare that you would 
expect to see Simon Pegg pop¬ 
ping up in. The film is a quirky 
little thing that doesn’t lack 
ambition but does fall a little 
short of what it intends to do. 

Written and co-directed by 
Crispian Mills, son of Hayley, 
grandson of John and singer/gui¬ 
tarist with erstwhile Britpoppers 
Kula Shaker, the film is a partic¬ 
ular blend of British comedy, 
dark-night-of-the-soul horror and 
just plain bizarreness; easy to 
categorise it certainly isn’t. 

But Mills’ screenplay has in it 
the nugget of a story concerning 
the projection of fears and how

they impact upon the lives of 
those suffering, a noble one no 
doubt, but one that feels a little 
smothered beneath everything 
else that is going on. 

Similarly, the film peaks too 
early, the last third in particular 
far too desperate to tie every¬ 
thing together into a satisfying 
whole, which Mills doesn’t man¬ 
age to pull off. It’s as if the ideas 
lacked any definitive resolution, 
taking the story to a place where, 
tonally it feels right, but narra¬ 
tively feels forced. 

His direction, along with Chris 
Hopewell, follows a similar tone 
to the likes of Paul King’s Bunny 
and The Bull, the film following 
a off balanced colour scheme and 
set in a timeless period that 
draws influences from several 
decades. 

The composition of the film is 


well done, giving the film a 
ragged beauty that sits well with 
the story, while small detours 
like a stop-motion tale of a 
hedgehog merely add to the 
slightly off kilter mood. 

Anchoring it all is a pleasing 
performance from Simon Pegg, 
carrying the film pretty much 
solely on his shoulders and deliv¬ 
ering a fine turn. The actor has 
very little heavy lifting to do, 
even when the film gets dramat¬ 
ic, but offers a satisfying 
comedic touch, his reactions 
proving to be hugely amusing, 
while capturing the jerky para¬ 
noia of the character well. 

While running out of steam 
towards the end, the film still 
offers up the tantalising prospect 
of more to come from Mills. The 
influences, while broad (The 
Mighty Boosh) or subtle 
(Hammer horror) are well mar¬ 
shalled, and you feel with more 
experience that Mills could be an 
interesting voice in cinema. For a 
first outing, A Fantastic Fear of 
Everything is a pleasant, watch- 
able film that hints at the poten¬ 
tial to come. 

VERDICT - A quirky little 
animal, A Fantastic Fear of 
Everything is a low-budget 
delight that doesn’t quite have 
the legs to make it all the way. 
Crispian Mills makes a fair debut 
as a writer and co-director, sup¬ 
ported by Simon Pegg’s comedic 
film-carrying turn, and shows 
that he has plenty of potential. 
Enjoyable.

Chesnut Annie, who usually leads 
from start to finish, was never going 
well, and although making up some 
ground in the closing stages never 
looked liked winning. 

Little Miss Monty just led jumping 
the last fence, but was caught on the 
run-in by Red Watch, who had a 
length to spare at the finish. 

Red Watch is trained by Luke 
Price, who was saddling his ninth 
winner of the season.

Mixed results for the 
Llantwit Bowls Club. 


T HAT’S how I 
sold myself 
to my wife! 
But these are also 
some of the reasons 
why farmers and 
builders, in partic¬ 
ular, love their 
Mitsubishi L200s, I 
believe. 

My family and I put 
the 2.5-litre diesel dou¬ 
ble cab Barbarian 
through its paces on a 
bank holiday trek to 
Dorset. 

It blended into the 
picturesque landscape 
very well indeed 
because there are so 
many in this part of the 
world. 


The Barbarian 
reminds me of an unfor¬ 
giving Roman soldier, 
plainly existing to con¬ 
quer. In the same way 
you wouldn’t mess with 
the L200 or its siblings; 
the Animal or Trojan. 

When driving down 
narrow country lanes 
other motorists, perhaps 
slightly intimidated, 
helpfully pull over. 

Vehicles are often a 
reflection of their dri¬ 
ver’s personalities and I 
reckon those who own a 
Barbarian probably like 
getting their own way. 

Put a field in its way 
and it’ll happily climb 
the most arduous route. 
It’s ideal for those who 
require a vehicle that 


will uncomplainingly 
take what’s thrown at it. 

When confronted 
with a sharp muddy 
incline at the entrance 
of a field, the Barbarian, 
in two wheel drive 
mode, I hasten to add 
(because I forgot to 
change to four) made its 
way without issue up it. 

High grass and copi¬ 
ous amounts of mud 
were not a problem and 
baby daughter Harriett 
remained peaceful in 
her car seat in the rear 
thanks to the suspension 
soaking up the bumps. 

This double cab ver¬ 
sion is ideal for families 
in a way that the stan¬ 
dard version, which 
accommodates two 
adults, is not. 

Yes, the diesel engine 
can be a little raucous 
and the auto box a little 
indecisive but this adds 
to its charm. When 
slowing down, using 
cruise control, the gears 


seem to fight against it, 
preferring to travel 
faster. Two or four 
wheel drive modes can 
be selected manually by 
the gear stick next to 
the auto box. 

The uncomplicated 
interior and plastic door 
inserts are ideal for 
mucky farmers and 
ham-fisted builders, as 
it’s easy to wipe away 
mud and grime. 

The comfy leather 
seats are also robust and 
hard wearing. 

A cavernous covered 
rear in the test model is 
ideally suited to trans¬ 
porting livestock, cum¬ 
bersome building mate¬ 
rials or, as in our case, 
lots of luggage. The car¬ 
peted interior is affixed 
with Velcro for easy 
removal. I also like the 
hardwearing chrome 
bumpers front and rear. 

Parking in Lyme 
Regis is a nightmare at 
the best of times and the 


L200 really comes into 
its own in such situa¬ 
tions, because you can 
literally create your own 
space by parking on 
grass verges. It’ll drive 
over mini roundabouts 
without noticing, too. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, say: 

“Mitsubishi claims it 
has provided a more 
car-like pick-up with an 
emphasis on design and 
comfort, but it retains 
the practicality and 
ruggedness of the past 
model. It certainly looks 
much more striking and 
it handles and performs 
more like a car. 

The L200 is more 
comfortable inside, 
especially the Double 
Cab versions such as 
the Animal and Warrior, 
plus the Elegance 
comes with full leather 
and more subtle styling 
as standard. 

There is less body 
roll, the ride is much 
firmer and handling is 
improved, but potholes 
are felt more keenly.” 

The tough and reli¬ 
able Barbarian appeals 
to those basic survival 
instincts.

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WALES MUST LEARN WALLABY 
LESSON - AND UP THE PACE! 



D ESPITE the usual pre-match 
media hype that fanned expec¬ 
tations, Wales went into the 
first of their three tour tests in 
Brisbane on Saturday, knowing that if 
past statistics were any guide, the odds 
were firmly stacked against them. 

After all, Australia had won 21 of the 32 
encounters since 1908, and Wales just 10, with 
one match drawn. The prolific men in gold 
had rattled up a total of 748 points to 463 
against - and in their last 12 meetings, Wales 
had managed to scrape just two wins - both 
in Cardiff during the Grand Slam years 2005 
(24-22) and 2008 (21-18). 

The 2012 Grand Slam champions were hop¬ 
ing that would be a happy omen, particularly 
in light of fellow tourists Scotland’s surprise 9- 
6 victory over the hosts, in foul weather condi¬ 
tions, four days earlier. 

The scale of the task, though, lay in the 
sobering fact that a Welsh team had last tri¬ 
umphed in the land of Oz a staggering 43 
years ago - on January 21,1969, when young 
players who were soon to become known to the 
rugby world simply as JPR, Gerald, Barry, 
Gareth, Merv et al, battled to a narrow 19-16 
win. 

Mind you, it is doubtful if such thoughts 
weighed too heavily on the young class of 2012, 
If anything, they would have been buoyed 
more by the Welsh under-20s’ heartening 9-6 
win over the all-conquering ‘baby All Blacks’ 
the day before, as the seniors prepared to face 
a wounded Australian side showing no fewer 
than nine changes from the one that had lost to 
the Scots. 

Word from the Welsh camp was that they 
were determined to take advantage of the 
anger and criticism whipped up in the 
Australian press at that affront to national 
sporting pride, and would pile the pressure on 
their under-fire opponents from the kick-off; 
knowing that they had a supreme opportunity 
to at last claim a coveted Tri-Nations scalp, 
and continue Welsh rugby’s renaissance. They 
also knew that the first quarter of an hour 
could be key. 

Alas, though, their resolve lasted only as long 
as the opening blast of the referee’s whistle - 
instead, it was the fired-up Wallabies who were 


first into action, roaring out of the starting 
blocks like men on a mission. 

Wales, in contrast, seemed strangely sluggish 
and off the pace, seemingly taken aback by the 
urgency and speed of typically potent 
Australian play that had them backpedalling 
in desperate defence. 

This led to them conceding a penalty in front 
of their posts, which was slotted over by out¬ 
side half Berwick Barnes, who then converted 
a try by bearded back-row man, Scott 
Higginbotham, to make the score 10-0 in just 
17 minutes. 

The reliable Leigh Halfpenny reduced the 
arrears with a calmly-taken penalty, but in 
truth, it was merely a respite from the over¬ 
whelming pressure being exerted on an embat¬ 
tled Welsh side that struggled to come to terms 
with the pace and physical onslaught. 

Upfront, the set-pieces were holding firm 
(led yet again, by that irreplaceable lynchpin, 
Adam Jones) but the Welsh forwards were 
being out-muscled and outwitted in the ruck 
and tackle area, where man-of-the-match 
Wallaby skipper, David Pocock, was tireless in 
his efforts (both legal and non-legal!) to win 


the ball. 

Defence coach Shaun Edwards was correct 
to draw attention to the confusion caused by 
different interpretations of the laws of the 
game; for example, at the breakdown, in the 
southern hemisphere. 

As has been noted here in the past, to allow a 
tackled player to blatantly interfere with play, 
instead of immediately rolling away, is beyond 
belief, and hardly conducive to a level playing 
field, particularly when aggravated by incon¬ 
sistent refereeing! 

That said, no-one can argue that more clini¬ 
cal Australia were the better side, despite a 
spirited Welsh comeback in a second half, that 
saw them spurn golden opportunities - after 
the half had begun as badly as the first, with a 
scything run to the posts by Wallaby danger 
man, scrum half Will Genia, 

His touchdown was converted by Barnes, 
and was almost immediately followed by a sec¬ 
ond penalty from Halfpenny - but Barnes then 
widened the gap to 20-6 with a snap drop goal. 

The cool Halfpenny stepped up to narrow it 
again with a penalty and Wales suddenly came 
to life, with impressive wing Alex Cuthbert 


rounding off an excellent move with a try con¬ 
verted by Halfpenny, who promptly added 
another penalty. 

Incredibly, the Welsh fight-back had taken 
them to within a point of the Wallabies’ score 
at 20-19, and with 20 minutes to go and 
Australia clearly tiring, there was a fleeting 
hope that famous Welsh fitness levels would 
prevail. 

However, this was dashed by an influx of 
fresh legs from the bench, and a powerful run 
to the posts by centre Pat McCabe, whose try 
was converted by Barnes, to make the final 
score 27-19. 

Wales were left licking their wounds and 
knowing that they will have to substantially 
raise the pace and precision of their game to 
save the series, when they line up for the second 
test in Melbourne on Saturday. 

Above all, they cannot afford to be ‘caught 
cold’ again and will need to hit the ground run¬ 
ning from the outset. 

It remains to be seen if Tuesday’s 25-15 win 
against the ACT Brumbies in Canberra will now 
re-focus Welsh minds after their first test wake-up 
call. 

The suspicion remains that this Australian side 
is still there for the taking - provided the lessons 
have been learned!
